The Kansas City Southern fail- 
ure would mark the second time 
the Court had decided with the 
Government in the controversy over 
valuations. The Court’s action was 
taken to indicate that on an early 
opinion date it would reverse the 
decision of the lower Court and dis- 
miss the railroad’s suit for an in- 
junction on the basis of the Los An- 
geles case. 

Railroads Can Protect Selves. 
Members of the Court indicated 
by questions that the commission 
had the right to make a valuation 
of railroad property and use it in

“In Nichols vs. Coolidge (May 
31, 1926) this Court pointed out 
that a statute purporting to lay a 
tax may be so arbitrary and ca-- 
pricious that its enforcement would 
amount to deprivation of property 
without due process)of law within 
the inhibition of the Fifth Amenda- 
ment. As to the gifts which Blod- 
gett made during January. 1924, 
we think the challenged enactment 
is arbitrary and for that reason tn- 
valid. It seems wholly unreason- 
able that one who in entire good 
faith and without the _ slightest 
premonition of such consequence 
made absolute disposition of his 
property by gifts should therefore 
be required to pay a charge for 
so doing. 

“Determination of the cause does 
not require us to consider other 
objections to the statute which 
have been advanced. And it is un- 
necessary to express an opinion 
concerning the validaity of the 
statute as to transfers subsequent 
to June 2%.

"So far as the Revenue Act of 
1924 undertakes to impose a tax 
because of the gifts mace during 
January, 1924, it is arbitrary and 
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it had been well recognized that 
Congress had no power to tax past 
gifts, I think that we should have 
no trouble in reading the act as 
meant to operate only from its date 
and only to tax gifts thereafter 
made. If I am right, we should 
read it in that way now. * * * 
I think it tolerably plain that the 
act should be read as referring 
only to transactions taking place

Fires Over Heads. 

“When it became apparent that 
there was no stopping the force of 
the strikers, Scherf issued an order 
to fire. The first volley went over 
the heads of the mob. It did not 
stop them. The next volley was 
directly at them. The mob stopped. 
It was a matter of seconds before 
the wounded began to fall. 

“As men in the ranks of the 
‘wobblies’ toppled to the ground, 
the advance column of _ strikers 
hesitated, then turned and fied. As 
the main body retreated, the 
wounded began to fall at intervals. 

It was a terrible sight to see the 
sprawled forms of the men lying 
on that barred stretch of ground. 
I counted 12 of them, among whom 
we learned later was a2 woman. 
She was dressed as a man and in 
the pale morning light it was im- 
possible to distinguish her as a 
woman. 

“As they fled the strikers con- 
tinued to curse and hurl stones and 
took with them all but five of the 
wounded. 

“In all I believe about 30 shots 
were fired. I don’t think aQ 
Scherf's men fired at the same 
time. They were in two lines of 
10 men each. The first line laid 
down a barrage while the second 
held in reserve. 

“Medical aid was summoned 
from Erie by telephone from the 
Columbine mine.” 

A statement issued by the strik- 
ers’ committee blamed “a _ fool 
speed cop” for starting the fight 
by firing into the miners. A shot 
from this officer, the statemen:

NO PARKING IN 
DOWNTOWN AREA 


Ordinance Barring It From 
7:30 A. M. to 6 P. M. 
Week Days to Be Pre- 
sented to Aldermen. 


An ordinance to prohibit park- 
ing on Olive street; Locust street 
and Washington avenue, between 
Fourth street and Twelfth boule- 
vard, from 7:30 a. m. to 6 Pp. m., 


week days, is to be introduced tn 
the Board of Aldermen at the sug- 
gestion of Director of Streets and 
Sewers Brooks. He has Suggested 
also the elimination of service cars 
to facilitate traffic. 

The director wrote C. E. Wil- 
liams of the Public Affairs Com- 
mittee of the Associated Retailers, 
declaring the traffic situation 
downtown was acute enough to 
warrant this action, and soliciting 
the co-operation and support of 
the association in passing the or- 
dinance. Even with the elimina- 
tion of daytime parking, there are 
too many public carriers on Wash- 
ington avenue, the director said, 
with reference to operation there 
of three trolley lines, five bus 
lines and many service cars. 

“This results in conflict anda 
delay,” he said, “and it will soon 
be necessary to eliminate part of 
this volume. The reasonable thing 
to do is prohibit service cars. They 
take up the greatest amount of 
roadway space per passenger, and 
drive-in a manner which is the 
cause of much delay.” 

It is a vital necessity to down- 
town business to stop parking on 
Olive, Locust and Washington, the 
director asserted, “because traffic 
is strangling itself through its own 
bulk.” He recalled that parking 
was forbidden on Washington ave- 
nue last December, until (Christ- 
mas, because of the rush of traf- 
fic, and relatéd that this facilitated 
traffic movement, made cross 
walks safer and created a senti- 
ment in favor of a permanent rule 
of thfs nature. Three merchants, 
he said, complained that this i!n- 
jured their business, but failed to 
prove it. 

The percentage of  potentia) 
customers from parked automo- 
biles is small, the director averred, 
even is every “parker” made a 
purchase, and only 20,000 persons 
daily can be carried to the bus}- 
ness district by cars parking 
there, or 4 per cent of the number 
coming by street car. The direc- 
tor expressed the view that parked 
cars are discouraging downtown 
purchasing more than they are tn- 
creasing sales. Commercial traf- 
fic, he added, is impeded, making 
deliveries slow and costly.

CENTRAL HIGH GRASH 


‘Grand Jury Completes Inquiry 


Into Death of Five Girls 
in Tornado.

Investigation of the collapse of 
part of the building of Central 
High School in the tornado of Sept. 
29, which caused the death of five 
girl students has been completed by 
the grand jury with an expression 
of sympathy to the girls’ parents, 
but a declaration that there is no 
ground for criminal action arising 
from negligence in maintenance or 
the previous reconstruction of the 
building. 

Cirgquit Attorney Sidener has 
writtey to the parents, telling them 
of uy since they had joined in 
asking-for the inquiry, in the be- 
lief that some one was to blame for 
permitting use of the high school. 
The grand jury found that proper 
construction methods were used 
and that no one was to blame. 

Engineers’ Report Cited. 

“The conclusion reached by the 
grand jury,” the Circuit Attorney 
inde- 
pendent engineers who made the 
written report which reads as fol- 
lows: ‘In justice to all concerned, 
we must state that the plans do 
not disclose any faulty design of 
the structural members’ involved 
nor that any defect in workmanh- 
ship appears in the structural ma- 
terials exposed by the failure,’ and 
that the collapse of the building 
was not due to negligence, but was 
attributable to what the law de- 
nominates ‘the act of God.’ 

“The ventilating fan stored in 
the tower did not cause the break- 
ing of the floors, but went down 
after the floors had been wrecked 
by the tower, weighing 50 tons, of 
masonry. The tower was lifted 14 
feet, clearing the fan and housing, 
and carried some distance and 
dropped on the roof. 

“Your complaint that the floors 
of rooms 328 and 228 were not 
properly constructed was found to 
be erroneous. The character of 
construction used is approved — by 
engineers and builders and provid- 
ed by the building eode of the city, 
and is the same as that used in 
many large buildings in this and 
other cities. 

Expert Testimony fleard. 

‘The grand jury had the benefit 
of the experience and expert know!l- 
edge of the Building Commission- 
ers of both the city and School 
Board, the engineer of the city who 
passed on the plans, the inspectors 
of both the city and the School 
Board, the contractor who made

One of the items in the $12,750,- 
000 bond issue for public improve- 
ments in the county to be voted 
on next Tuesday is $750,000 for a 
new jail and courthouse.

Counsel for Bankrupt Attacks 
Legality of Commitment 
Without a Hearing. 


The illegality of the imprisonment 
of August Pensoneau, bankrupt 
commission merchant, ho was sen- 
tenced to Warrenton jail more than 
six months ago to remain there un- 
til he produced $6900 missing from 
his assets, was attacked by his at- 
torney, James E. Carroll, former 
United State Attorney, in a brief 
filed with United States District 
Judge Davis today. 

Carroll, who filed a motion - a 
week ago for Pensoneau’s release, 
contends that his client was ille- 
gally imprisoned because he was de- 
prived of a hearing which would 
have shown that he was unable to 
comply with the Court’s order. 

Pensoneau’ was sent to jail on 
April 29. At a hearing a year be- 


ifcre, Judge Davis had refused to 


hold him in contempt of court for 
failing to return the $6900, which 
Pensoneau had said he lost on the 
horse races. Joseph M. Reardon, 
trustee in bankruptcy, appealed to 
the Circuit Court of Appeals, how- 
ever, and the higher court, re- 
versed and remanded Judge Davis’ 
order by which the Pensoneau 
bankruptcr had officially been 
closed. Judge Davis then sent him 
to jail “from now on,” 
paid back the money. 
Carroll contends that the im- 
prisonment of Pensoneau, even aft- 
er the Appellate Court order, could 
have been made only after the Dis- 
trict Court had had a hearing and 
had determined whether he was 
then able to repay the $6900. It is 
the defense contention that if Pen- 
soneau was unable to pay, then ft

THE MENACE OF HIGH TARIFFS. 

Probably the statement of Sir George Paish, Brit- 
ish economist, that America should buy more from 
Europe will be taken with a grain of salt, because 
Sir George is a foreigner. But the advice is based 
upon sound sense and good economics. Wise busi- 
ness policy supports it. 

Sir George points out that the United States has 
granted a vast reservoir of credit both at home and 
abroad. Great sums have been loaned to Europe 
since the war to re-establish industry and commerce. 
During the first half of this year new capital to the 
amount of $4,000,000,000 was issued, and should this 
condition continue, supplies would be exhausted and 
Europe would be unable to meet its obligations to this 
country and to maintain its industry and commerce. 

The only way in which foreigners can obtain work: 
ing capital and establish new sources of credit for 
foreign buyers is by the sale of their goods. The 
purchase of goods from European nations would not 
‘only enable the Europeans to meet their obligations 
and maintain their industrial and commercial enter- 
prises, but it would enable them to buy goods of 
American producers and thus help to maintain pros- 
perity in this co :ntry. 

Sir George calls attention to the condition of the 
farmers in America, who now find great difficulty in 
meeting their liabilities, and to whom the further 
contracting of the demand for foodstuffs would mean 
still lower prices, with disastrous consequences. 

An economic crisis in Europe, with the collapse of 
‘European credits and purchasing power would be as 
disastrous to America as to Europe.

tions which are forced to curtail their credit. 

The argument is unanswerable, In simple language 
it means that credit depends upon profitable trade, 
and trade must be reciprocal. America cannot con- 
tinue to sell goods to Europe without taking goods in 
return. Sir George thinks that at least one-ninth 
of our annual income of $90,000,000,000 should be ex- 
pendefl in Europe. 

The British economist did not mention the tariff, 
but, of course, if we are to import goods from Europe 
in exchange for our goods, we cannot maintain high 
trade barriers. It is foolish, as the Post-Dispatch has 
pointed out hitherto, to lend money to Europe to re- 
habilitate its industry and commerce and then make 
the sustaining of European industry and commerce 
difficult by barring European trade with us through 
prohibitory tariffs. 

The first essential step towards reciprocal trade 
is'‘a reduction of protective tariffs. When trade bar- 
riers are removed, both credit and trade will take 


care of themselves.

In this girl lives again the glory that was Greece. 
What grande dame of the old regime was her ances- 
tress. Xanthippe, perhaps, could have pulled off as 
agile a stunt had any of her high-brow contempora- 
ries given ber this kind of a canoe. Certainly the 
lady who married Socrates had a record-breaking 
temperament. 

Could Aspasia? Hardly. She was only a lovely 
person. In the fragmentary glimpses we have of her 
we see a gleam of cloisonne, a splash of tapestry, 
here and there an etching, the lace-and-lavender ele- 
gance, somehow, of a Victorian lady. Xenia can be 
no far-off, vibrant echo of the consort of Pericles.

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THE HISTORY OF A LITTLE BOOK. 


In the latter part of 1926 appeared a little book 
called “The Vanishing Rights of States” in which 
the author, James M. Beck, questioned the right of 
the Senate to expel Vare of Pennsylvania or Smith of 
Illinois. Mr. Beck, a former Solicitor General and 
the author of a previous work on the Constitution, 
hoisted the discussion to the highest imaginable 
plane.”

Its purpose is 
to challenge the attention of thoughtful men to a 
very serious question In constitutional law” e:.* 
and s0 on. 


But on page 16 appeared this passage: 
In both States (Tilinois and Pennsylvania) two 
things are clear.

Is it necessary 
to point out that Mr. Beck is now receiving royalties 
from that labor of love, “The Vanishing Rights of 


States?” 
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PROVIDE FOR POMERENE AND ROBERTS. 


One of the first acts of the new Congress, if House 
leaders have their way, will be to pass a deficiency 
bill to make up for the one lost in the Senate fili- 
buster at the close of the last season.

Last year, after all expenses were paid, Roberts and 
Pomerene found left for themselves the miserable 
sum of $5000 apiece. This year they have had noth- 
ing.

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MORE LIBERTY BONDS. 

When James E. O'Neill, president of the Prairie 
Oil Company, and Harry M. Blackmer, chairman 
of the’ board of the Midwest Refining Company, 
fled the country to avoid testifying in the Tea- 
pot Dome case, Senator Thomas J. Walsh put through 
Congress a law by which refugees of this type ex- 


{pose themselves to seizure of their property in the 


United States up to $100,000. 

The Government collected Blackmer’s forfeit last 
Saturday. It took out of a New York bank $100,000 in 
liberty bonds belonging to him. We are afraid that 
this will create misgivings in the country. After the 
transactions of the Continental Trading Company 
and the way liberty bonds were passed to Fall’s son- 
in-law, there is widespread suspicion of that kind of 
money. There are people who will wonder where 
Blackmer got these liberty bonds, as there are people 
who have not forgotten that most of the paper profits 
of the Continental, usually liberty bonds, have not yet 
been traced. 

After all, Doheny practiced a kind of corruption 
that had its virtues. When he sent his son to Wash- 
ington with $100,000 in a black satchel for Fall, the 
money was in cash. The old man did not share the 
general belief that government ought to be honest 
and that public officials ought not to take bribes, 
but he did not pay off in bonds, stocks, scrip, chips, 
or anything of the sort. He paid spot cash. 

We have no doubt at all that if Senator Walsh, or 
Messrs. Roberts and Pomerene, or for that matter 
anyone who has prosecuted the oil inquiry, could sug- 
gest a way in which corruption might be robbed of 
its subtleties and win the friendship of honest men, 
they would applaud that.

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GIRLS AND FOOTBALL. 

We knew that girls kept the world from being en- 
tirely rational, that they made their fathers poor, and 
that but for them young men would turn in earlier 
and get more rest; but it never occurred to us that 
they are a menace to good football. 

The football coach at Notre Dame thinks so. He at- 
tributes the great success of that institution in foot- 
ball to the absence of girls from the campus. Girls, 
he says, take about two hours of a boy’s time every 
day in co-educational schools, and he intimates that it 
is doubtful whether they ever really do get their 
minds off them and give themselves wholly to any- 
thing else, 

However, if we may judge by 
the kind of football they play over at Illinois, or even 
Missouri, we can believe that girls at Columbia and 
Champaign are not getting their full two hours 
daily or that the coach at Notre Dame is mistaken. 
There aré, truly, some great football teams that are 
not exposed to romance on the campus, but what 
about some of the great teams that are? There is 
the team at the University of Georgia, which we 
are told is the national champion on form. In eight 
games only two touchdowns have been made against 
it, and one of its victims was the powerful Yale 
team. Its opponents made but 20 points. If we know 
anything about Georgia girls, two hours of romance 
daily would not satisfy them, either.

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AS A REPUBLICAN SEES IT.

ECENT election results are far enough 


in the past to be viewed in perspective. 
The one impressive lesson they teach is that 
th Republican party can no longer calculate 
with confidence that it can carry New York 
in 1928. And, by the same token, it must 
abate a little of its cocksureness that ‘“‘any 
Republican can be elected President next 
year.”” This was good enough moonshine, 
until New York put the stamp of her favor 
upon Al Smith so emphatically as to suggest 
that perhaps no other candidate could stand 
before him among his own people. The sit- 
uation simply is that a personal popularity 
which makes him easily the Lindbergh of 
politics is asserting itself. * * * OQObjec- 
tive evidence of the stunning impact of the 
Smith victory upon Republican strategists is 
seen in the frantic redoubling of energy in 
behalf of Charles E. Hughes; in itself a rec- 
ognition of the strength of Gov. Smith in 
his own State. for local admiration of Mr. 
Hughes is political, not personal. It has 
been the habit to accept complacently the 
notion that New York woud support Smith 
for state office, but would balk at him as a 
presidential candidate. Recent events indi- 
cate that she will not draw the line on him 
anywhere, Present-day voting is erratic and 
party lines sit lightly, and the argument that 
the Governor of New York is a child in na- 
tional affairs, therefore the voters wolud in- 
sist upon experience in the White House, 
appears to have lost its glamour. 

Another symptom which will bear watch- 
ing is the murmuring in the West, from 
even such an uncompromising quarter as Ne- 
braska, that Western “progressives” might 
prefer a wet Democrat to a dry “reaction- 
ary.” The insurgents will not repeat their 
mistake of three years ago, when the pres- 
ence of a third party ticket in the field 
drove the conservatives of both parties to 
Coolidge in an overwhelming rush. The 
same element that would wreck the Repub- 
lican party in 1924 would do it now, if it 
could, and no easier method might be em- 
ployed than to support the Democratic can- 
didate at the polis. If New York should be 
lost by the Republicans, with Smith against 
them, 17 per cent of the majority needed to 
carry the electoral college would be wiped 
out. The defection of a few Western states, 
such as Wilson corraled in 1916, might bring 
the party fortunes close to the danger line.

A FLAG FOR SOUTH AFRICA. 
From the Nation, 
HEN King George's whiskers were re- 


placed on the South African stamps by 
springboks and other local flora and fauna 
one weighty step in the development of 
South African nationality was taken. But 
the question of a flag for the South African 
Union presented greater difficulties. The 
Nationalists left the Union Jack entirely 
out of their original design, whereupon the 
old British stock tumultuously set out to 
prove that the theory of British stolidity 
was a myth. To judge by the temperature 
of the talk, civil war was narrowly avert- 
ed. The Government lost something of fis 
Dutch stubborness. After the era of good 
feeling initiated by the Imperial Conference, 
Gen. Hertzog proposed a compromise flag 
—the flag of Van Riebeck, the founder of 
the original Cape Colony, with broad 
orange, white, and blue horizontal stripes, 
a quartered shield to be set in the middle 
of the white stripe. One quarter of this 
shield was to bear the old Transvaal flag, 
one the Free State, one the Union Jack, 
and one four stars—to fill up. But patriot- 
ic Britons calculated that the Union Jack 
covered only one sixty-fourth of the whole, 
and demanded 4he shield alone as a. sub- 
stitute for this flag, The oratorical war 
broke out anew. The Rev. Van der Merwe 
stirred the cohorts by proclaiming that the 
shield wags a mere “scab on the flag’’ which 
in due course would fall off. Now the 
Government has made further concessions. 
The shield is dropped; instead the three old 
flags are together to fill a third of the 
broad white stripe, so that the Union Jack 
mounts to one twenty-seventh of the whole 
flag’s.space; and in Natal always and in 
certain cities on state occasions the Union 
Jack will fly alongside the South African 
emblem. Apparently, everybody—for the 
time being—is happy. But some day the 
majority race of South Africa may demand 
a great black square in the flag—and if 
Negroes are clyilized into becoming as big 
fools as white men, that will be another 
pretty row.

The taste for cranberry sauce is

ridge. “Some like it hot, some like 
it cold, some like it in the pot nine 
days old.” And so it is, some like 
cranberry sauce, some like cran- 
berry jam and some like plain 
As the accompani- 
ment for your turkey make it this 
Way: 

Stewed Cranberry Sauce, 
One quart cranberries, two cups 
water, two cups sugar. Cook the 
cranberries and water about five 
minutes or until the skins on all the 
berries are broken; add the sugar, 
and simmer for five minutes longer, 
chill thoroughly before using. 

Strained Cranberry Sauce. 

If a strained sauce is preferred, 
cook the cranberries and water; 
then press through the strainer, 
keeping back the ‘skins; add the 
sugar and finish the cooking as 
suggested. " 

Turn into an earthen or glass 
mold which has been wet with cold 
water, and set aside to become 
firm. Serve cold. If preferred, in- 
dividual molds may be used in- 
stead of one large one, but do not 
use molds made of tin or any other 
metal.

Peel and remove the seeds from 
a pumpkin of fine grain. Cut into 
pieces and steam until tender. 
Drain and mash through a sieve. 
You may use canned pumpkin, 
which is very good and much easier 
to use. To two cupfuls of pump- 
kin add three egg yolks, one cup- 
ful brown sugar, one-fourth tea- 
spoonful salt, one-half teaspoonful 
grated nutmeg, one-half teaspoon- 
ful ginger, one-eighth teaspoonful 
each ground cloves and allspice and 
one-fourth teaspoonful cinndmon. 
Mix well together, then add three 
cupfuls of scalded milk. Last of 
all, fold in the stiffly beaten egg 
whites. Line a pie plate with pas- 
try, coat with white of egg and 
pour in the pumpkin mixture. Bake 
for about 40 minutes. 

Squash may be used instead of 
pumpkin in this recipe. 

Cranberry pie is a great favorite. 
It is usually covered with latticed 
strips of pastry. If corn 


before the filling is put in, they 
will prevent the juice from soaking 
into the pastry. The cranberries 
may be combined with raisins or 
apples for the pie filling.

Wash and cut in half two cup- 
fuls of cranberries. Add _ three- 
fourths cupful sugar, one table- 
spoonful crystallized ginger, chop- 
ped fine.

Takeoff An Inch Higher Than 


Landing Pit Robs Hubbard of 


World Broad Jump Figure—Miss Norelius Credited 
With 22 New Swimming Standards. 


By the Associated Press. 


CINCINNATI, Noy. 22.—Because the takeoff for his leap Was 
an inch higher than the landing pit, De Hart Hubbard, famous Negre 
aihlete, is deprived of a new world’s broad jump record. 


Hubbard, a resident of Cincin- 
nati, jumped 26 feet 244 inches in 
a meet here last Sept. 17, but the 
Amateur Athletic Union yesterday 
rejected the record. The former 
University of Michigan star already 


10% inches. 

Faulty timing at the same meet 
also was the cause for rejection of 
a world’s record equaling perform- 
ance by Hubbard of 9 3-5 seconds 
for the 100-yard dash.

The record was rejected 
by the 1925 convention and again 
yesterda. bec use of insufficient 
and unsatisfactory timing evidence, 

Charley Paddock holds an Amer-

caifse tenth-second timing is not 
internationally recognized. This 
disapproval of the tenth-second 
timepieces was responsible for the 
tabling of applications for tro 
relay records, 800 meters and $00 
yards, made by Southern Califor- 
nia’s team last May.
